Stay safe and wear a helmet 


S and that means 
many people 
rely on cycling as a fun 
and healthy option to 
get around that’s low- 
cost and good for the 
environment. 

But before anyone 
heads out on a bike, 
it’s important that they 
learn how to stay safe. 

According to 
the Ministry of 
Transportation, cyclists 
must share the road 
with other motorists and 
must obey all traffic laws. 
Cyclists have the same 
rights and responsibilities 
as drivers and must stay as 


close to the right edge of 
the road when possible. 

Cyclists can ride 
on most roads except 
highways such as 
Ontario's 400-series 
highways and across a 
road with a pedestrian 

Every cyclist under 
the age of 18 must wear 
a helmet. 

Helmets have an 
expiry of five years, 
which many cyclists 
aren’t aware of. Each 
helmet should have a 
sticker on the inside of 
it that states the date a 
helmet was produced to 
remind people when it’s 


time to get a new helmet. 

Properly fitted helmets 
shouldn’t be loose or 
wiggle when cyclists 
wear them. When fitting 
a child for a helmet the 
rule of thumb is between 
the front of the helmet 
and child’s eyebrow 
should fit the length of 
two fingers, the straps 
should make a nice v 
on either side of the ear 
and not cover over the 
ear and there should be 
room for one finger to fit 
under the chin between 
chin and strap.

I am writing this letter to 
serve a few purposes. I would 
like to thank the community 
of Fort Erie for their ongoing 
show of love and support as 
I am battling Lyme disease. 

Last lune, Mallory Milton 
and Sarah Thomas organized 
a golf tournament fundraiser 
on my behalf and recently, 
Rob Esler and Norma Allen 
organized the Randy Stone- 
hill concert where another 
free will offering was taken 
on my behalf. I am touched 
and overwhelmed by the 
support I have received at 
these two events as well as a 
private donation by a beau¬ 
tiful, caring couple from the 
Ridgeway area last June. 

Thanks to you all I have 
been able to start the costly 
treatment for this disease. 
The particular tick that bit 
me was carrying two other 
co-infections, which is 
making my battle with the 
disease more difficult. 


I have been told that it could 
be five years or mote before I 
am back to myself and some 
neurological damage may not 
be reversible. However, I am 
praying for a foil recovery. 

The second reason I am 
writing this letter is to remind 
everyone that ticks are very 
prevalent in Fort Erie and the 
northern shore of Lake Erie 
has the densest population of 
Lyme-carrying ticks. If I can 
educate others and prevent 
even one other person from 
suffering from this disease, 
then my having Lyme dis¬ 
ease will have been worth it. 

Please check yourself and 
your children over nightly 
to ensure there are no ticks 
embedded in them. Wear 
long pants and socks when 
walking in long grass and 
wear insect repellent when 

tant to educate yourself 
about the signs and symp¬ 
toms of Lyme disease. 

There are many miscon¬ 
ceptions about Lyme dis¬ 


ease that are simply not true. 

Ticks can carry a variety 
of other infections, which is 
part of the reason why my 
recovery will take so long.

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Historical fiction mixes 
storytelling with details 
of true events

S ome people read only 
non-fiction; others prefer 
a fictional escape into 
mysteries or romance for their 
reading pleasure. 

One popular genre of litera¬ 
ture is historical fiction, the 
recounting of true events with 
as close attention as possible 
paid to actual dates, characters 
and locations. Liberties, of 
necessity, are taken with con¬ 
versation, and this is often what 
moves a book from history to 
historical fiction. After all, we 
can’t know what Henry VIII 
said to Anne Boleyn in the rela¬ 
tive privacy of their bedcham¬ 
ber, though we can certainly 

The online site Goodreads 
for book reviews, recommen¬ 
dations and discussion 
describes historical fiction in 
this way: “historical fiction 
presents a story set in the 
past, often during a significant 
time period. The time period 
is an important part of the set¬ 
ting and often of the story 
itself. Historical fiction may 
include fictional characters, 
well-known historical figures 
or a mixture of the two. 
Authors of historical fiction 
usually pay close attention to 
the details of their stories to 
ensure that they fit the time 
period of the narrative.” Team 
of Rivals by Doris Kearns 
Goodwin is an historical 
account of a few weeks in the 
lives of Abraham Lincoln, 
members of his cabinet and 
the not-so United States dur¬ 
ing the Civil War. William 
Safire’s Freedom: a novel of 
Abraham Lincoln and the 


Civil War is historical fiction 
about the same man and 
approximately the same time 

Members of British and 
European royalty of past centu¬ 
ries are a favourite subject of 
historical fiction. In recent 
years, one of the most popular 
and highly respected authors of 
this genre has been Hilary 
Mantel, whose Wolf Hall and 
Bring Up the Bodies tell the 
story of the political rise, fall 
and destruction of Anne Boleyn 
from the viewpoint of Thomas 
Cromwell, while tracing Crom¬ 
well's rise to power in the court 
of King Henry VIIL Philippa 
Gregory is another very popu¬ 
lar writer who often uses the 
Tudor period for her characters 
and settings. Gregory may 
remind some readers of Jean 
Plaidy, an earlier author who 
also mined the lives of Euro¬ 
pean monarchs for her histori¬ 
cal fiction and romance. Mar¬ 
garet George is well-regarded 
for her accounts Elizabeth I 
and Helen of Troy. 

Catherine the Great of Russia 
is the main character in two 
books by Canadian author Eva 
Stachniak, The Winter Palace 
and Empress of the Night. Roy 
McGregor, usually a sports- 
writer, took a turn at historical 
fiction with Canoe Lake, an 
exploration of the events sur¬ 
rounding the death of artist 
Tom Thomson in the Algon¬ 
quin Park area of Ontario in the 
early 20th century. Nancy Hor¬ 
an’s Loving Frank, a bestselling 
account of the unorthodox life 
of Frank Lloyd Wright and 
Mamah Borthwick, is not her 
only successful foray into his¬ 
torical fiction and unusual 
romances: Under the Wide 


and Starry Sky is the story of 
Robert Louis Stevenson and 
Fanny Osbourne. LynnCrosbie 
wrote about Kurt Cobain in 
Where Did You Sleep Last 
Night? and about Dorothy 
Stratten in Dorothy L’Amour 

Adults are not the only age 
group that can enjoy historical 
fiction. If you were raised on 
the Little House books by Laura 
Ingalls Wilder, you were enjoy¬ 
ing this genre. Compare those 
books to the true account given 
in Prairie Girl, the annotated 
autobiography. Roger Lea 
McBride, who knew Wilder's 
daughter well, carried on Lau¬ 
ra's work with his fictionalized 
stories of Rose Wilder Lane's 
childhood, including Little 
House on Rocky Ridge and Lit¬ 
tle Farm in the Ozarks. Maria 
Wilkes follows the same family 
back in time with On Top of 
Concord Hill and Little Town at 
the Crossroads. Many of the 
"Magic Treehouse" books by 
Mary Pope Osborne are histori¬ 
cal fiction, and Osborne sup¬ 
plies a ‘non-fiction companion’ 
to most of the titles in this 
extremely popular series.

What does it mean 
to you? 

I know what it means to me. The 
late Bert Miller, naturalist, drove us 
through the entrance. (No guarded 
gates then). 

We drove to the end of Brown's 
Road. Bert went into a cottage 
there to talk with the owner. Bert 
always asked for permission to 
walk the trail to the west shore. I 
was only 10 at the time. We walked 
this trail many times throughout 
the years. Bert Miller loved Point 
Abino and its hills and vales. In 

Blood root with their large white 

Trout lilies abounded. Thereon 
the hillsides White trilliums cov¬ 
ered the landscape. Bert would 
stop and point out the Garden of 
the gods. It was a beautiful small 
but unique setting with a variety of 
plants and trees. I remember the 
Red cedars as they appeared as 
small pyramid sentinels scattered 
throughout the garden. In later 
years I made a movie there with my 
young family as they played there 
in a circle. Alas, it did not survive 
the years. Dr. Zenkert's book in the 
Buffalo Museum of Science shows 
the Garden as it once was. We 
walked on and reached the far west 
side of the Point NOTE: For years I 
have had wanted that segment of 
the Trail from the end of Brown’s 
Road to the west side named the 
Bert Miller Trail. 

The trad now swung due south. 
Bert stopped us. To our left was a 
small treed entrance into Hidden 
Valley. Before we entered Bert had 
us listen to the sounds of the waves 
crashing on the shore. We entered 
the valley and walked a little ways 
to the bottom. We stopped. “Now 
listen.” Almost complete silence. I 
repeated this phenomenon over 
the years. 

Up ahead was the glorious Point 
Abino lighthouse. 

This was an opportunity to see 
it from a different angle. Often we 
would explore the beach area on

the west side. You never knew what 
you might find. 

The years passed. I hadn't for¬ 
gotten Point Abino. I arranged for 
my senior elementary class from 
Plymouth Senior Elementary 
school in WeUand to visit Point 
Abino. Parents were invited so by 
bus we drove to the end of Brown's 
Road. I invited my old nature 
mentor Bert Miller. At 86 he was 
still an active naturalist. The stu¬ 
dents and parents saw the light¬ 
house ahead. Excited they pushed 
on toward it. I stopped them. In 
the long sandbank to our left Bank 
swallows, 30 or more, were enter¬ 
ing nests carved in the bank. What 
a sight! I looked back for Bert. 
There he was all 6 foot three prone 
on the sand. Oh no! As I ran back I 
heard him call, “ Earl, bring them 
here!” Bert, ever the botanist, had 
found a rare flower. As always he 
wanted to share his discovery. We 
moved on to the lighthouse. The 
parents took many pictures. They 
wanted to go inside of course the 
door was locked. My movie 
showed two boys catching Leop¬ 
ard frogs along side the towering 
structure. In the shallow pools 
around the lighthouse others 
unsuccessfully pursued small fish. 
All those entire city boys and girls 
had enjoyed Point Abino. I have 
many more memories.

Doctors also discovered 
Jack had cancer in his left 
lddney and removed it, leav¬ 
ing him with one low-func¬ 
tioning kidney. 

While he waits for a kid¬ 
ney transplant, Jack’s life 
now depends on a large 


hemodialysis, an artificial 
kidney that cleans his blood 
of waste and excess fluid. 

Every other day, Jack sits 
in a leather recliner in a bed- 

flat-screen television while 
he is connected to the life¬ 
saving machine that cleans 
his blood. 

“Being so young, it was 
suggested to us by hospital 
staff that Jack would be a 


good candidate for home 
dialysis,” Earlene said. 

Jack receives dialysis every 
other day, beginning early in 
the morning and lasting 
about five hours. 

Earlene said preparing the 
machine for Jack’s treatment 
and hooking him up to the 
machine can take anywhere 
from 30 to 40 minutes depend¬ 
ing on how organized she. 

The Wilsons said they 
weren’t aware home dialysis 
was an option. But it made 
sense for them because Jack 
could receive his treatments in 
the comfort of his own home. 

“Jack is dependent on the 
machine. For us that would 
have meant every other day 
in the hospital."
